Royal Highness the Prince of Wales at Lahore. 


The Agra Akhbér of the 10th September writes that at the 
present moment the strength of the army in India is about 
two lakhs—viz., sixty thousand Européans and the remainder 
natives, —and that this number is considered quite sufficient for 
India ; but should this number not be sufficient, then in case of 
war more troops can be indented for from England and natives 
enlisted in this country, :

The Safir-i-Hind of the 15th September writes that it does 
not wish to alarm the merchants of India, but that it is not 
proper or right for the Prince of Wales to come out to India, 
as the condition of Europe does not seem to be in a peaceable 
state, and that there are signs of war between China and 
— ll! oat ee 


- The Benares Akhbdr of September 16th (in an article 
intended apparently to be sarcastic) says, that three Rajas of 
Europe (Powers) intend to remove the Muhammadan Ruler 
from the throne of Turkey, and to establish a Christian King, 
although the Russians alone are well able to conquer the Sultan’s 
territory, which, if they attempt to do, the Muhammadans will, 
there is no doubt, fight for their lives and country and fill the 
country with blood. The editor concludes,—“ If such a thing is 
really going to happen, the Kuropean powers should not only 
take away Turkey from the hands of the Muhammadans, but 
all the states and countries which they now hold or govern.” 


_ The Sayid-ul-Akhbdr of September 10th say that the — 
Chinese are becoming very turbulent and insolent towards the 
English, and that every Chinese mail brings the same intelli- 
gence. 


- The Oudh Akhbdr of September 17th quotes at some 
length from an article in the Pall Mall Gazette regarding the 
eastern question, and at the end remarks,—‘ The Russians 
possess great influence in Turkey, and no one cares for the 
English Government, or considers them of any importance 
whatever.” The editor regrets that such is the real state of 

The Roz Nama-i-Panjdb of ihe 16th September writes 
that the impropriety of India being governed by English 
_ people: sitting in London is becoming daily more discussed 
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pmongit the natives, and they think it a great mistake which 
will, Jead to bad results hereafter, of which there is no doubt. 
It is a well known fact that the Europeans i in London do not 
think much of native opinon, and that the same opinion is 
shared amongst the Europeans of India. The natives, there- 

fore, wish to have a parliament for India out in India. | 
- The Rohilkhand Akhbar of the 15th September writes that 
words cannot be found sufficient to render that praise to Gov- 
ernment which is due for the numerous favours and blessings 
conferred upon India, and that when they remember and call 
to mind the oppressive governments of Nadir Shah, Aurang- 
zeb, and others who were kings, they cannot help but 
thank God for placing them under such an enlightened 
Government who not only deals out justice equally, but 
educates all its subjects, therefore they cannot but have a feel- 
ing of gratitude towards the Europeans. The natives 
through their own gross ignorance on one occasion proved 
themselves most ungrateful, and have thereby made the 
Kiuropeans snspicious towards them; the English even after 
_ this render good for the evil done to them, and the natives 
eannot but feel remorse at their own base conduct. 


If in the territory of any Asiatic king should one ‘vbaehe 
become a rebel, the Asiatic king would punish the whole 
family, kith and kin ; but it is not so with with British Govern- 
ment, who only punish the guilty and do not visit the sins of 
the parents upon their children. The Government has made 
equal laws for every one, and they are treated alike. Police 
are established for the protection of its subjects’ persons and 
‘property, and courts of. ward have been established, and the 
Trent and revenue laws passed for the protection. of the lands 
and estates of the natives. Estates involved in debt and other 
pecuniary difficulties are cleared off and saved to the heirs of 
the neglectful proprietors. Even the estates of those who had 
turned rebels during the mutiny have not been entirely lost ; 

: their families still receive some allowance from. Government 
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from their estates. ‘The editor, however, cannot, help noticing 
one instance of in) justice done. by the Government of India— 
viz., the case of the son of Najju Khan of Moradabad, who 
was unjustly punished simply because _his father was a rebel 
and had joined with the mutineers. os 


-CABUL AND CENTRAL ASIAN AFFAIRS. 


“The Lauh-i-Mahftz of the 18th September writes that the 
Amir of Cabul is enlisting more troops, and that Abdul Kadir 
is also busy doing so. There are several rumours afloat as to 
the reasons for these troops being collected. Some say that 
the Amir intends to fight with Nauroz Khan; while others 
give out that these preparations are being made ftom “ of 
the Russians attacking Sqgueneitn. 


The Anjuman-~i- Hind of September ‘lth says that the 
Russian troops under General Kaufmann have defeated the 
insurgents, and that the General i is ou his way to Kokhand. 


The Anwdr-ul-Akhbér of 10th Beptember writes that the 
Amir of Cébul has despatched 4,000 cannons (tufang) and 
6,000. infantry to Hirat to prevent any disturbance taking 
place. The editor recommends that every Muhammadan 
should join and assist such a ruler, and that the British 
Government should also assist. him. 


The Nastm-i-Jaunpur of the 31st August is of opinion 
that the Russians will not wait very long before they attack 
Constantinople and declare war. with. Turkey, and that their 


first attack will be on the territories bordering on n Afghanis- 
tan and Persia. | 


The Oudh Akhbar of September 15th s says that the Russians | 


are encroaching very rapidly upon the north of Persia, and 


that they have fully made bia their * minds to subdue and con- 
quer Khokand., 


Lhe 8 hola;i- Tur of iibdaiihde 14th adie that. it a 
that for: some ® fime the inhabitants of India have been under. a 
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the impression that the-Ryssians in Central Asia have made 


great progress, and that they are laying down railways, and 


intend extending their’ railway to Hindustén through Persia 
for the purpose of commerce, The editor concludes by warn- 
ing the Shah of Persia to beware, as the real object of the 
Russians is to conquer his country, and draws the attention 
of the Shah to the fate that Khiva and Bokbéra have shared. 


The same paper writes that the Indian Government acted 


foolishly i in giving a lakh and fifty thousand rupees ta .the 


Amir of CAbul, as also arms and ammunition, as the latter were 
all seized by the Khyberies. for their own use, and says. that, 
before long the Indian Government will themselves require 
arms.

POLITICAL (NATIVE STATES). | 
The Roz Nama-i-Panjdb of the 11th September writes 
that strange rumours are afloat at Baroda about the inhabi- 


tants being disarmed, and that consequently some have left 


the city and others have closed their shops. 


The Anwdr-ul- Akhbar of the 10th September writes that 
Malhér Rao, the late Gaekwar, has been informed by Govern- 
ment, that when he wishes to appeal to the English Parlia- 
ment, he will be supplied with sufficient money for the purpose, 


and with copiea of all. documenta he may require. 
The Meerut Gazette of 11th September blames Goveranient 


for only allowin g twelve thousand five hundred. rupees per’ 


mensem to Malbar Rao, the laté: Gaekwaér of Baroda 
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The Guide of India of September 11th, on the authority of 

the Indian Public Opinion, says that Mukand Rao is. about 
to be dismissed from his appointment in the Baroda réj, not. 
withstanding his having committed no offence except that 
he had been in the service of Khandé Rao, and regrets that 
Sir R. Meade seems bent on having none but Parsis in office. 
There is a Parsi who is a Magistrate, the Imam Commissioner 
_ 3s also a Pfrsi, and there will soon be a Parsi Chief Justice. 


The Lauh-i-Vahféz of September 18th writes that the Vice- 
roy and Governor-General of India has ordered 4 commiission 
to be appointed to settle the Alwar disputes, and that the Mah4- 
rijas of Gwalior and Jaipur have been appointed members of 
this commission. The editor concludes by saying that “ it is 
astonishing that these Maharéjas — again consent to 
become members of a commission.’ 


- . The Oudh Akhbar of the 5th September writes that. every 

one fully expected that Malhér R&o’s allowance would not 
have been fixed at a less sum than one lakh of rupees, but 
when it was known that Government had resolved to allow 
him such a paltry sum every one cried shanie, as the Secretary 
_of State had simply deposed the late Gaekwar on suspicion, for 
nothing was proved against him in the poison case. 


The Almora Akhbdr of the i6th September, commenting 
on the circular issued by the Government of India with réfer- 
ence to the presents to be made by the chiefs to the Prince of 
Wales, says that it is not prudent for Government to have 
issued such an order, and trusts that it will be abolished. 


The Sadig-ul-Akhbdr of the 13th September says that the 


Mahiréja Holkar is very ill, and that the business of the 
state 1 18 con sequently at a stand-still. 


» The Shola-i-Tir of September 14th whites that Sinsisueeis

THE PRINCE OF WALES’ VISIT. 


The Sadadarsha of September 13th writes :—“The ap- 
proaching — visit of His Royal Hi ghness the Prince of Wales, 
the future Emperor of India, has naturally created great 
excitement and interest in this vast country. All the cir- 
cumstances connected with the visit—its objects and its pro- 
bable effects—are being everywhere eagerly discussed. 


We have every reason to hope that the visist of the Prince 
will have the effect of strengthening the attachment of the 
Indian people to the British Crown, but we are strongly of 
opinion that in connection with the approaching royal visit 
something ought to be done to honour those chiefs who have 
especially distinguished themselves by loyalty and valuable 
services to the British Government. In our opinion, Govern- 
ment ought to take advantage of this opportunity to increase 
the salutes of those Princes who have especially distinguished 
themselves by loyalty and brilliant services. We are sure 
that this measure will make a permanent. impression on. 
 feudatory India and impart a healthy incentive to the chiefs 
to vie with one another in good:works. 


We trust that our ‘suggestion will receive that careful 
consideration from the Foreign office which its great import- 
ance demands, Should it be adopted, there is no. feudatory 
chief whose claims to an increase in the number of guns are 
stronger than those of that model ruler the Mahéréja of 
Patiala. Such a recognition of the services and merits of 
the, Mahéréja cannot fail to offer an incentive to the other 
feudatory chiefs to follow his noble example. We earnestly 
hope'that ‘the Foreign office will give our. F amggetian¢ the 
careful consideration it deserves. Reig PE: 


The Foreign Department has lately bined a cseudie a 
tive’ to the exchange of presents with native chiefs on the 
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occasion of the approaching royal visit which has produced very 
great disappointment and consequent discontent: in whole 
feudatory India. His Excellency is not perhaps aware that 
from the day he made the announcement of the expected royal 
visit, the feudatory chiefs began to make extensive prepara- 
tions for the suitable reception of the Prince.. We know that 
several chiefs gave extensive orders to the manufacturers of 
our city* before they left for their respective capitals, In the 
estimation of oriental princes, ‘it would be degrading both to 
the giver and the receiver to offer trifling presents to the 
future Emperor of India. They consider that they cannot 
show their loyalty and attachment to the throne of England 
better than by giving magnificent presents to its heir-apparent. 
The chiefs regret that, true to their shop-keeping instincts, 
the English nation should force them to make wretched offer- 
ings to the successor of the Great Mogul. We would earn- 
estly solicit the Foreign office to reconsider its decisi sion on 
this subject. 


The Roz N amnd-ic Pan of the 15th September states that 
at the time when the Mahéréja of Travancore will be at 
Calcutta to do honour to the Prince of Wales, his presence will 
be required at a grand festival at Travancore, and that the 
Brahmans are very seriously displeased. at his goin g to be 
absent from their sacred festival. 

ADMINISTRATIVE (GENERAL). 


‘The same paper writes that in native territories in former 
days there was always some disturbance going on, and that: 
thousands of lives were thus lost, bat that now urider the Eng- 
lish Government peace prevails on every side and Hindustéa is: 
daily prospering. The editor continués, — ‘ As the population 
is increasing daily so is the filth and malaria; which is the 
chief cause of such sickrieds as cholera breaking out : Govern- 
ment has establi shed dispensaries ; but the peoplé of the. coun- 
try dread the doctors as they do dédth, and their medicines a4

The Akhhdr-i- Alam of the 9th September writes that the 
Government of India and the several local Governments are 
in the habit of placing full confidence in any report submitted 
by a subordinate official and acting upon the same. ‘Con- 
cludes by condemning such a practice as unjust and.dangerous, 
and recommends that they should have all reports verified by 
respectable people and officials of other departments than 
those who have sent the aapert, and that this should be done 
secretly. — 


The Guide of India of September 11th writes “that hen 
are but few men of even temper either among Europeans or 
Natives. With most Europeans as soon as they arrive in 
India their “‘ temper rises to the heavens,” and the editor calls 
upon Government to be very strict on the Europeans at once 
and without any delay, that they may soon be brought to their 
proper senses. Native Magistrates, he continues, should at 
ence be invested with full powers to try any one without. any 
difference to colour or creed and to punish them all accordin gly. 
Many Europeans escape punishment which they richly deserve, 
as the Native Magistrates cannot punish them, , and European 
Magistrates connive with them. 


The Ashraf-ul-A khbdr condemns the proposal of the Board 
of Revenue, North-Western Provinces, to the High Court to 
Issue prohibitory orders against the attachment of clerks’ sala- 
ries for debt by decrees of civil courts, as, if any such order 
is issued, the creditors will never be pd what i is money due 
to them the clerks. 


The Kavi Vachan Séithd. of September 13th recommends. 
the. Hindus of India to .re-marry all their widows, as by not 
doing 50 several sins are. being committed and disgrace i is 
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entailed on respectable families. Concludes by expressing its 
surprise that the Hindus are perfectly aware of all this, and 
that still they remain indolent on this subject, and allow 
things to go on as of old, which brings ruin and disgrace on 

their heads. bone. = nace 
The Sayid-ul-Akhbér of September 10th. gives much the 

pee emvieki O eG | 
The Kavi Vachan Sudhd of September 13th, in an article 
comimencing with a lament for the gradual extinction of Sans- 
krit, goes on to say that in other respects Brahmans have cause 
to be thankful, for under the English Government their temples 
and idols, with person aud property, are all protected. The 
editor blesses the Government for this, but goes on to say 
that ever since the Europeans introduced drink into the coun- 
try it has been almost ruined. Further, by their laws every one 
is treated alike whether high or low; children disobey their 
parents, wives their husbands, and if anything is said to 
them they threaten to seek the protection of the British Courts. 


This is the sole cause of all evil in the country, and hopes that 
in time all this. will be remedied. — 


The Benares Akhbar of September 16th writes that it is a 
matter for grave regret that on account of the railway all the 
roads (the grand trunk road included) are allowed to remain 
without repairs, and that one cannot with safety travel on them 
now for fear of being robbed. The police arrangements on 
these roads are disgracefully bad; and as a case in point, the 
road between Chunér and Mirzapur is cited as being not only 
in a very bad state but as infested by robbers. The editor 
calls upon the Government to punish the police, and says that 
at 1s current in villages among the common people that Govern- 


ment does not care to make the roads better, as it wishes every

‘attendance in the school of industry at Calcutta have been 


raised from one to three rupees per men sem, and that this pre- 
vents the poorer classes from sending their children. 


The Tdj-ul-Akhbar of September 9th reports that an engi- 
neer’s and surveyor’s college is about to be established at 
Patiala. 


The Sayid-ul-Akhbdr of September 10th writes that when 
the people of India were uneducated their behaviour and con- 
duct was good and far better than at present, and that as they 
are being educated and enlightened their conduct is getting 
worse. The editor recommends Government to establish schools 

where the people may be taught how to behave themselves. 


_ The Benares Akhbdr of September 16th considers it a 
shame and disgrace to the. Hindus that they have not estab- 
lished a school of arts in which only the children of Hindus 
should be admitted, as the Muhammadans have lately done 
by establishing a college for themselves at Aligarh. 


| The Tohfa-i-Kadshmir of the 11th September, premising 
that the Roorkee Engineering College’ was’ principally estab- 
lished for natives, says that instead of this Hutfopeans are 
largely admitted, and thus the object for which the college 
was established has not been accomplished, as ihe natives are 
considered out of Ee 3 


The Kérndma of September 13th writes that the inhabi- 
tants of the city of Patna have decided to establish a girls’ school 
in honour of the Prince of Wales’ visit to India for the educa- 
tion of-the daughters of the respectable inhabitants of that city. 
The only interference that will be allowed on the part of the 
educational officials will be that they may distribute the annual 


prizes and examine the pupils. 
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THE PRESS. 


The Aligarh Institute Gazette of the 10th Beptichber 
writes that now-a-days, as soon as any one begins to read and 
write a little, he at once wishes to write to the papers; but in 
attempting to do so understands nothing of what he is writing 
about. Natives: of India think that the editorship of a paper 
is the most:.simple thing in the world, while others think 
it their duty to condemn everything that Government does. 
Now it is the editor’s duty to assist Government and make 
the wants of the public known, and not to go on ‘abusing and 
slandering the public and those who differ with them. 


The Guide of India of the 11th September writes that 
several papers have disconti nued to comment on private 
matters and the private conduct of individuals, in order to 
keep clear of the law of libel. If any official’s public acts 
are criticised, although fairly and moderately, these officials 
attempt to represent all such comments as affecting their pri- 
vate conduct, and therefore threaten legal proceedings. Gov- 
ernment should not. permit this, and the intention of the edi- 
tor should always be taken into consideration whether their 
object and aim is for the public good or for-private revenge. 


‘They should be protected, and not be allowed.to be crushed by 
officials’ threats. 


The Benares. Akhbdr of intesher 9th writes that the 
Nawabs and Rajas only subscribe to the papers while their con- 
duct is praised up, but, as soon as their misconduct and mis- 
rule is commented upon, they at once stop their subscription ; 
‘and if the conduct of their officials is .commented upon, they 

also follow their master’s example, and further prohibit others 
in their territory from subscribing to the papers. The editor. 
concludes: by saying that if these Rajas and Nawabs think 
that by sub scribing to the papers they have purchased the 
same, or if they discontinue their subscriptions they will stop 
the mouths of the editors, they are quite mistaken. The com- 


ments that apyere in the papers are for their good " and if 
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they do not listen to the voice of the press, they will even- 
tually share the same fate as Malhar Rao. 


LOCAL AND MISCELLANEOUS. 
The Oudh Akhbdr of September 15th calls upon the local | 
Government to protect the Brahmans of Allahabad from the 
oppression of the police. The municipalities of Umballa and © 
Lucknow are again appealed to by other papers for, respec- 
tively, protection against thieves and better sanitation. (The 
prevalence of theft in Umballa is frequently commented upon 
by the press.)

The erection of a hospital at Benares in honour of the visit 
of the Prince of Wales appears to be approved. 


The Tdj-ul-Akhbdr of September 9th refers to a treasure 
trove at Jesulmir—“a copper utensil containing four gold bricks 
and 1,100 Akbar’s rupees.” .The Réja is said to nave taken 
possession of them. he Se 
The Koh-i-Nuir of September 11th says that sevens Euro- 
peans in the North-Western Provinces and Panjab are busy | 
_ purchasing wheat for despatch to Europe, and that one Euro- 
pean alone has purchased over six thousand tons of wheat : 
other papers report the same. 


- The Kaérnaéma of September 13th noticing a case in Mora- 
ished, when to cure a case of cholera a buffalo, a black goat, 
and a cock was sacrificed, calls the attention of its readers to 


the fact that all those who took part in the sacrifice have 
escaped the disease. _ 


_ - The Nastm-i-Jaunpur writes that Sir Salar Js ang. intends 
establishing a Mint at Hyderabad, and that he is getting out 
dies and machinery for the purpose from England.
